of Agricuilure by K. C. Copeu- 
naver, secretary of the iocai ‘ 
Chain Der of Commerce. 1 

Compiaint has been made many 
limes in the past lew year re¬ 
garding the auandoued trees in 
this city, and the matter of their 
removal has been discussed, only 
to find that there is no state law 
governing such nuisance in incur- , 
porated communities and that 
nothing could be done. J. E. Car¬ 
penter, street superintendent, in 
answer to an Inquiry last even¬ 
ing stated that trees could nut . 
be removed under the “weed " or- I 
dinance because they do not con- ^ 
stitute a lire menace. 

The fruit-tly problem in Elori- ^ 
day, however, is putting a chang- ; 
ed aspect on conditions, and the 
slate department is preparing an 
intensive survey with the inten¬ 
tion of destroying all tree.s that 
may harbor the fruit fly in case 
the quarantine against it fulls of 
its purpose. The letter to Mr. 
Oopenhaver Is from H. J. Ryan, 
Officer in charge of the Southern 
District, and is as follows: 

“In connection with the Medl- 
^ terranean Fruit Fly survey, we 
are laying definite plans to pro¬ 
vide for an adequate survey of i 
all residential areas in Southern 
California where there are any 
host trees. 

“Just as soon as we have com¬ 
pleted the details of the orchard, 
packing house and market s'.r- 
vey plan, which is to be dona by 
the regular district inspectot", we 
expect to organize special survey 
crews for the handling of re>-i' . 
dential areas. ; 

"In the meantime, I am ask¬ 
ing Mr. McFarlin to get In tone h 
with you and look up any oaiiic- 
ular places he may have in riiud 
as possible danger spots, but un¬ 
til the special survey crews are 
organized, we are not equipped 
!'■ undertake adequate InspC' tion 
of residential areas. 

“I feel there is very definite 
need of legislative action requir¬ 
ing the removal of abandoned 
orchards such as you speak of 
We should not be obliged to 
spend public funds for the in¬ 
spection and reinspection of such 
places, which are, altogether 
aside from the fruit fly problem, j 
a detriment to the community. ; 

“I expect the committee now 
considering different phases of 
the problem will soon have rec- ; 
ommendations to make toward 
county legislation, but in the 
meantime, if anything can be 
done by your body In the city of 
Sierra Madre toward securing the 
removal of abandoned trees, it 
would be of advantage to the 
survey plan as well as of mater- . 
ial benefit to your community ' 
from other angles,” 

The local organization Is now 
awaiting word from Mr. McFar- : 
lln before actively engaging in 
an effort to rid the community 
of the trees in question. 

Mrs. J. Milton Steinberger, Si¬ 
erra Madre representative on the

Reducing his simplifii’^' code of 1 
outing manners to decalogue 
form, Stevenot announced his Ten 
Commandments of the Forest as 

follows; IV 

I Leave no camp lire burning. 

Stir the coals while coaking them 
with water. ’I'urn small sticks 
and drench both sides. Wet the 
ground around the fire. If water 
IS unavailable stir m dirt and 
tread it down until packed tight 
over aiiU around the lire. He 
sure the last spark it dead, ^ 

2. Throw no burning niatenal 
away. Break matches in two be- 
fore throwing them down. 

3. Burn no grass or brush ^ 
without a permit from a fire 
warden. The state law makes a 
closed season from May 15 to 
October 31, during which burn- 
ing permits are required, but 
.several counties have ordinances 
requiring burning permits the ^ 

year round. ^ 

4 . Build no camp fire within a ^ 
national forest witnout a permit 
from a forest ranger. The slate 
law does not require a permit to 
build a camp fire outside of na- j, 
tional fore.sts, but provides a se- , 
vere penally if the camp firo is ^ 

left burning. t 

.I. Leave trees, shrubs, feins ^ 
and flowers as you found them. , 
They belong to all. Leave them j 
for all to enjoy. If is not goixi

(5. Destroy no forest signs. , 
They may prevent a fire in youi , 
favorite camping spot. 

7. Cut no Christmas trees or , 
Christmas berries without writ¬ 
ten permit from the ow-ner.

8 . Do no pollute .streams.Leave 
camp sites clean. Bury all gar¬ 
bage. Treat your camp site as 
you would your own home. 

9. Catch no fish out of season. 
Help the state fish and game 
commission to keep the streams 
stocked with fish. 

10. Don’t kill or molest game 
out of sca.son. Without wild life 
our forests would lose much of 
their charm, and if it is to he 
conserved, everybody must ob¬ 
serve the game law's.

COUNCIL DECIDES TO “BUY AT HOME ” 

A n excellent example of the “buy at 
home’’ policy which the Sierra Madre 
News is so earnestly endeavoring to prac¬ 
tice and promote has been set this week by 
our Board of Trustees, as announced by 
Councilman Myers. 

Tne city has been operating its own gas¬ 
oline pumping station on the city property 
at the extreme eastern end of town. It is 
t'ue It could purchase “gas” some three 
cents a gallon cheaper at wholesale than it 
would cost retail, but considering the fact 
that the city’s automobiles had to drive 
away down there each time the tank was 
empty, and that there was a great “shrink¬ 
age” as the gasoline remained in the stor¬ 
age reseiToir quite a long time usually, the 
Trustees decided that this practice was not 
only an economic waste but that they could 
also throw quite a little business to the local 
service stations without cost to the city. 

Hereafter all city car’s will be supplied at 
the various filling stations, pati’onizing 
them in alphabetical order of the names of 
the owners. 

We commend such a policy as this, and 
again state that if all of us would buy 
whatever is possible from the local mer¬ 
chants, or at least let them get certain 
articles for us if they do not hapi>en to 
have them in stock, what a flourishing little 
city we would have! Not only do we urge 
greater loyalty of people as a whole to their 
home-town mei’chants, but also of the mer¬ 
chants to one anther. 

By “loyalty” we do not mean patronizing 
home merchants at whatever sacrifice of 
sacrifice and quality is demanded, but, as 
a local merchant remarked the other day: 
“I consider loyalty to home merchants as 
the voluntary act of an individual who try.s 
first to buy staple merchandise at home. If 
price and quality is demanded, but, as 
then demands that he spend his money 
with his friends and neighlxirs.” 

Every merchant in Sierra .Madre is try¬ 
ing to give honest values, plus extraordin¬ 
ary sen’ice. to his customers.
